W illiam Barry, a former Seda­ 
lian, who was an eye witness to a 
shooting scrape in Oklahoma City 
in which E . E. Brown killed W .T . 
McMichael, and who was lat^r ar­ 
rested at La Junta, Col., for 
«r- 
jury, 
has 
written 
to Thomas j . 
Robb, council 
commander of Se- 
dalia 
camp No. i6, Woodmen of 
the W orld, appealing to the Seda- 
lia W oodmen for aid in defending 
himself. 
He 
makes 
sensational 
statements in regard to the case. 
Accom panying his letter is one 
by S. W . Brown, clerk 
of 
camp 
No. 8, W . O. W ., at 
La 
Junta, 
Col., who is investigating the mat­ 
ter. 
A s will be remembered, Barry 
caused a sensation in the prelim­ 
inary examination of E. E. Brown, 
editor of the Oklahoma C ity Times- 
Journai, on which Chas. M. Barde, 
formerly of Sedalia, is 
city ed­ 
itor. 
Barry alleged that Brown offered 
him ?5,ooo to kill McMichael, who 
was shot in a fight with Brown 
and E . W . Tohnson. 
Barry disappeared after the pre­ 
liminary examination 
of Brown, 
and was arrested recently at La 
Junta, Coi., charged with perjury. 
Barry, in his letter to ^^vlr. Robb, 
states that he was an eye witness 
to a shooting 
in Oklahoma and 
that he told the truth about the 
case. 
The mao who was killed, 
Barry says, was poor and had taken 
up a claim, which a land shark at­ 
tempted to get. 
Barry then states that he was 
knocked in the head at Oklahoma 
C ity, taken away in a buggy and 
left for dead, and that he only real­ 
ized what had happened when he 
was found in La Junta with a deep 
scalp wound. 
The prisoner says that he has no 
money and no friends, with the ex­ 
ception of the Woodmen, and asks 
the Woodmen to secure attorneys 
in Oklahoma C ity that he may get 
justice. 
He says that he will pay every­ 
thing if he lives. 
He repeats several times that he 
does not want to be dealt with by 
“ 
murderers and scoundrels” 
who 
want him put out of the way. 
Mr. S. 
W . 
B r o w n 'b letter to 
Mr. Robb, is as follows : 
“ 
Dear Sir— This evening I was 
called to the county jail in our city 
by a man who gives his name as 
W illiam Barry, who was arrested 
here today on a description and 
complaint from 
Oklahoma 
City. 
He is charged with perjury. 
He 
says he is a member of } our camp 
in 
good 
standing, also 
an Odd 
Fellow in good stinding. 
He says his arrest is due to a 
scheme to get him out of the way, 
as he is an important wdtness in a 
certain murder case and land deal 
in Oklahoma. 
If you are acquainted with him 
probably these 
hints will^ enable 
you to understand 
the 
situation 
better than I. 
He 
is 
suffering 
from 
a 
bad 
wound in the head, which he says 
he received in Oklahoma in an at­ 


tempt by bis enemies to get him 
out of the country and out of the 
way. 
He appeals 
to 
you 
and your 
clerk, Mr. E. W . Shields, for help, 
and requests you to write to Put­ 
nam & Hooker, lawyers, in O kla­ 
homa City, for their assistance. 
He says this is brought about for 
the purpose of sending him to the 
penitentiary in order to carry out 
some 
crooked 
scheme 
in a land 
deal. 
I cannot get a very definite 
understanding of the case. 
N ow , if ycu know this man, and 
think he is being wronged, do what 
you can for him soon as possible. 
Write to P u ‘nam 
Hooker imme­ 
diately. W rite or wire me if neces­ 
sary and if I can be of any assist­ 
ance I will gladly respond, provid­ 
ing the man is being persecuted. 
O f course if he is guilty of any 
offense I care not to take any part 
in the matter.” 
The Sedalia Wcodmen will have 
Barry’s case investigated by the 
Oklahoma C ity attoreys, and if his 
story seems probable they will as­ 
sist him in securing a fair trial and 
bringing all the facts to light. 
Barry 
resided in Sedalia, 
and 
while here did not bear the best 
reputation. 
One of his sons was 
impl c ited in a theft and forfeited 
his bond in criminal court.

C hic ag o, July 15.— A change 
in the method 
of 
street railway 
propulsion is the possible result of 
a trial that has been made in Chi­ 
cago of the invention of P. W . 
Letller, a mechanic and electrician. 
Sma ll 
electro-magnets 
imbedded 
between the rails of the track are 
used to pull the cars. 
The electro-magnets form one- 
half of the motor and are placed in 
the ground half way between the 
tracks. 
The other part, the arma­ 
ture, is attached lengthwise to the 
bottom of the car. 
It is 
-ong 
iron bar, cut up into feet and so 
attached that the ends ordinarily 
are within an inch of the top of 
the magnet boxes. 
But the pri­ 
mary difference between the new 
system and the trolly car motor is 
that the new car is not propelled 
by the friction of the wheels with 
the 
track, 
but by 
the invisible 
force of magnetism. 
Ea ch magnet is connected with 
main feed wires, heavily insulated 
and bringing electricity from the 
power house, but when the car is 
not running over them the magnets 
are not magnetic. 
In other words 
they are not in the circuit except 
when the car comes over them. An 
arrangement of the 
magnets ac­ 
cording to polarity, first a north or 
positive and then a south or nega­ 
tive is the scheme for attracting 
the car and making it run smoothly. 
In the car, on the other hand, by 
the use of a small storage battery, 
the polarity of thefeet of the arma­ 
ture is controlled. 
The operator of the car can with 
one simple movement of his one 
lever stop it or reverse the move­ 
ment instead. 
The great saving 
which the inventor claims is in the 
amount of electricity required. He 
says 
seventy-five 
amperes 
will 
suffice for forty cars, 
while 
the 
present 
trolley 
systems 
require 
seventy amperes for one car. 
It is 
also claimed that the cars can be 
run faster than trolley cars because 
they are always under perfect con­ 
trol. 
A ten foot model 
car 
ac­ 
commodating six persons was ma­ 
nipulated successfully in the trial 
on a track 180 feet long.

United Mine Workers, in this city, 
last night, the concensus of opinion 
appeared to be that an order for 
the general 
suspension 
of 
work 
throughout 
the 
bitummous coal 
field is inevitable. 
Although the 
delegate- arriving from the various 
locals throughout the country, as a 
rule, were reluctant to discuss the 
situation, the fact that they came 
altogether uoinstructed 
is 
taken 
here as significant of the outcome 
of the great labor assembly which 
will gather in Indianapolis next 
Thursday. 
Another change in the situation 
which tends to point to radical 
action by thr» convenlio 1 is the talk 
of the immediaie necessity of rais­ 
ing 
an emergency 
strike 
fund. 
Inasmuch as the miners’ organiza­ 
tion already has on hands $2, 000, - 
000. 
It is not considered probable 
that the discussion regarding an 
increase in the fund would be con­ 
sistent were the delegates not con­ 
templating the general suspension 
order. 
The first delegates to reach In ­ 
dianapolis came 
from Ohio, Illi­ 
nois and other adjacent states, and 
repaired 
at once 
to 
their 
hotel 
headquarlers. 
They refused to be 
interviewed, but those who would 
express themselves spoke in a pes­ 
simistic strain of the outlook unless 
the convention were to adopt radi­ 
cal means to bring the operators to 
time.
